fer fome flight Compliments on both Sides, in requital for his Pre- 
nts, Powbatan gave Newport a Heap of Ears of Corn, which might 
sntain feven or eight Bufhels, and as much more was purchafed in the 
own; with which they returned to the Fort at James-Town. 
Immediately upon their Return, Capt. Newport, with a Hundred 
nd Twenty chofen Men, attended by Capt, Waldo, Lieut. Piercy, 
apt. Wynne, Mr. Weft, and Mr. Scriwener, fet out from Fames-Town 
lor the Difcevery of the Country of the Manakins, leaving the Prefident 
t the Fort with Bighty or Ninety weakly Men, to load the Ship, 
rriving at the Falls, they marched by Land about Forty Miles, and 
pund a very fine, fertile and well-water’d Country. Two Towns of 
he Manakins they difcovered, fituate on the South Side of the River. 
he People ufed them neither well nor ill : However, for theit fecurity, 
took one of their petty Kings, and forced him along as a Guide 
d ProteGlion to them in their Way. In their Return they fpenct 
pme Time in fearching for Mines, to no Purpofe, and then they re- 
yrned down the fame Path to the Falls: The /ndians there had hid all 
it Corn in the Woods, and abfolutely refufed to trade; but pre- 
mded that many Ships were juft come into the Bay, to deftroy the 
ttlement at Fames-Tows. And being thus deluded and difappoiated, 
returned to the Fort, being harrafled with Toil, Famine, and 
ifcontent. 
The Prelident, Capt. Smith, feeing the Time confamed, and no Pro- 
lion made for loading the Ship, which lay idle at a great Expence, 
mediately embarked in the Difcovery Barge, taking with him Eigh- 
Men in another Boat, and left Orders with the Council, to fend 
leat. Piercy after him with the next Barge that arrived at the Fort. 
ding into Chickabominy, he found the Jndians very furly ; and know- 
ig his Neceflity, with mach Scorn and Infolence they refufed to trade. 
he Prefident {oon perceived this was Powbatan’s Policy to ftarve 
Englif, and told them he did not come fo much for Corn, as te 
bvenge his own Captivity, and the Death of his two Men: And 
wefore landing his Forces, he made ready to charge thegn ; but they 
mediately fied. Soon after which they fent Ambafladors, with Corn, 
ih, Fowl, ard whatever elfe they had, to make their Peace: They 
ighted che Boats with a Hundred Buthels, and Lieut. Piercy, who 
ved with a Barge foon after; with as much more. Upon which 
pty returned to ‘fames-Towm ; and the Colony was much pleafed and 
wed with this feafonable Supply. Yet fuch was the Malice and 
ivy of fome of the great Ones, that they bad rather ran the Hazard 
B tarving, than that Capt. Smith's Endeavours for Supplies thould 
Oye fo much more effectual than theirs. And Neaeport and Ratcliffe 
 Projetted, not only to depoie Capt. Smith, but alfo to keep him”

Howerg 
ip. m fome Meafure their loft Time, Mr. Scrivener hadi 
fore Neaeporé’s Departure, with the Bark and Barges toh 
; where he found the /ndiams more ready to hight the 
owever, by the Means of Namontack, he got three or 
~ads of Corn, with which he returned to the Fort. Where 
Smith, taking Mr. Scrivener and Capt. Wynne along withil 
fet ptt xediately for Nan/amond. ‘That Nation at firft deniedi 
not only tile Four Hundred Bakkets of Corn they had promifed, 
any Trade at all. They excufed thcmielves on Account of 
(orn’s being almof {pent, and becaufe they were commandd 
Powhatan to keep what was left, and not to permit the Enghpe 
to enter their River. The Prefident finding nothing was to bed 
in the Way of Peace, refolved to ofe Force. At the firlt Onlé,! 
Indians all fied, without fhooting an Arrow ; then marching up@ 
Houfes Capt. Smith fet fire to the firlt they came to ; which thed 
perceiving, returned, and offered, if the Eng/if would make nos 
Spoil, te give them half the Corn they had: Accordingly, of 
Night; they loaded their three Boats. With this they returntl

Mr. Scrivener and Lieut. Piercy went out again in queft of Prom 
but could find nothing ; therefore Capt. Smizé flaid not long a 
Fort, but fitted himfelf and Capt Waldo out with two Bargey 
mad a Voyaye up the River. front Wyanoake and the Parts 
abouts he found all the /edians fled ; and th chore failing hight: 
he firtt difcovered the River and People of Apjamatex. TR

And Capt. Smirh afterwards difcovered, that the Germany.» 
be had fent to build PowAatan’s Houfe, had proved treacherous, 
had revealed to him ail they knew of the State and Deligas gf 
Englifh, adviling Powhatan to countera& them. This Treacher 
the lefs fufpefted, and the more odious in one of thefe Gan 
becaufe Capt. Sith had put fo much Confidence in him, as t 
him a Spy upon the Actions of Powhatan, and taking him te 
Man of judgment and Refolution, who had been always well 
by the Engi, he had no Reafon to fufpeét his Honefty and Fig 
However at laft the Prefident obtained eighty Bufhyis cf Corn from 
King for a Cepper Kettle, which Powhatan was very fond of, | 
both Parties feeming fatisied with the Bargain, the King beg 
expoftulate the Difference between Peace and War, ia the follot 
Manner. 

He told Capt. Smith, with a Vanity ufual to Perfons who aft 
be thought very old, « That he had feen the Death of all his 
‘thrice; and that none of thofe three Generations were then lt 
* befides himfelf : That he knew the Difference between Peace ané 
“better than any Jndian in the Country ; and afked Capt. Smith ¥ 
“he chofe to take that by Force which he might have by Love 
‘Freedom ? And why he fought to deltroy thofe who provided 
* Food? That he could get nothing by War ; for they could 
* their Provifions, and fly into the Woods; and then the Engiif 
* confequently famifh by wronging their Friends. He defired «o% 
‘the Reafon of their Jealoufy, when they faw the /ndians wo 
‘and willing to fupply their Wants, if they would come in a ft 
* Manner, and not with Swords and Guns, as to invadean B® 
* He further told Capt. Smith, That he was net fo fimple as ® 
“know it was better to eat good Meat, to lie well, to, fleep in! 
‘with bis Women and Children, and to have the Engli/h theit # 
‘than to fly from all, to lie in the cold in the Woods, to py!

this Women talking tothe Prefident, whilft he himfelf withdrew, and 
Indians fecretly befet the Houfe with their Bows and Arrows; 
hich was no fooner difcovered by Capt. Smith, than he iffeed forth 
hhis Piflol, Sword, and ‘Target : At his firft Shot, thofe next him 
unbled over one another, and the ret fled nimbly off, fome one Way 
ome another: Thus without any Hurt, and only accompany'd by Mr. 
Jo 
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Fobn Rufel, Capt. Smith retreated to the main Body of his Men, § 
the /ndians perceived he had efcaped the intended Affsflination, ; 
ufed their utmofk Subtilty to excufe and diflemble the Plot. Pong 
fent hima great Bracelet and Chain of Pearl, by an antient Orator, 
told the Prefident, that their Emperor fled for fear of his Guns : Thy 
Indians who furrounded the Houfe, were not placed there to ofy 
leaft Violation to Capt. Swish, but co guard the King's Corn from ty 
ftolen by the Eng/i/4, who were coming on Shore from the Boats, wi 
they might privately do withou the Prefident’s Knowledge er Aj 
That though fome of his Men were wounded by Capt. Smith, yer h 
dbatan was {till his Friend as mach as ever; and that he therefore { 
sed, fince the Ice was open, that the Corn the Engiif had purid 
might be fentaway. This Orator further told the Prefident, tha? 
expected any further Conference with Powbatan, he muft fend away 
Guns, which fo afftighted bis People, that they were afraid to bring 
their Corn, as he had promifed they fhould. Bafkets being thens

immediately to carry their Corn on board for them, or they wool] 
amongft the thickeft of them ; which fo terrified the Savages, that 
was no Occafion for further Importunity; for the /naians forty 
carried it all down upon their Backs. 

Powhatan and the villanous Germans were ftill eager to have thel 
of Capt. Smith: For they thought if he was once {lain, all their gl 
Defigns would foon be accomplifhed. ‘Ihe Exgiid therefore & 
ebliged to wait for the Tide, until late in the Night, the King 
ready his Forces to furprife Capt Smith in his Cabbin upon the Su 
whilft he was at Supper ; but his Daughter Pocahontas, who had 
faved the Prefident’s Life, came alone through the Woodsin# 
dark and difmal Night, and told Capt Smith, that great Cheer w 
foon be fent them ; but that her Father, with all the Force hea 
raife, would immediately follow to kill them all while they wer 
Supper ; and therefore, as they tendered their Lives, fhe adviledit 
to be gone. The Prefident would have given her any Thing® 
pleafed ; but with Tears running down her Cheeks, fhe refuted the 
faying, the durft not be feen with any Prefents ; for fhould her fa 
know it, it would be ber certain and immediate Death: Andlo 
ran away inall Harte back again.

sich were (peedily conveyed away by dadians lying in wait for that 
pole, Powhatan kept the two other Germans with him as Holtages, 
ofe Diligence in Iniquity fernifhed him with Three Hundred Toma- 
ks, ot Jndianm rlatchets. Inthe mean Time, Edzvard Brveton and 
ai Sivage, feeing the Germans fo expert in fu ‘nifhing the Indians 
h Arms, attempted to make their Eicape to Fames-Town, to give 
prmation theteof ; but they were apprehended and brought back, 
HUE expected every Minute to be put to Death.

Enemy but Seven Hundred at the moft ; and therefore he defired 
to fight like Men, and not tofuffer themfelves to be devoured like 
by cowardly ravenous Wolves; for if they had but Courage to ff 
his Example, he doubied not, by the Affiftance of Providence, th 
cate them outofthe prefent Difficulty and Danger. ‘The Tim 
pertiitting the Molding of an Argument, they all cnearfuily vowg 
execute his Commands, ordie. Capt. Smith then told the King 
he plainly perceived his Defign was to murder him, but that hedif 
fear him, that their Men had done no Harm, and therefore it wa 
they fhould fuffer ; therefore, let his People bring as many Ba 
Corn as he thought proper, and he would flake again it th

hues of. You may be fure I was very glad to overtake my baggage, 
yhich was all my treafure, and to find my Indian friend fo faithful. 
¢ down by the river whilft our Mules grazed, and the /ndian ftruck 
and made us fome Chocolate. Thisriver of Lempa is efteemed the 
adeft and Jargeft in all the jurifdi&tion belonging to Guctemala ; and 
e are conftantly two ferry-boats attending to ¢arry over travellers 
their mules. It is a kind of place of refuge or privilege in the fol- 
ing manner: Ifaman commit any heinous crime, even murder it- 
F on this fide of Guatemala and St. Salvador, or on the other fide of 
Miguel or Nicaragua, and can fly fo as to get over this river, he is 
fo long as he continues on the oppofite fide, and no juftice on that 
to which he hath efcaped, hath any power to trouble or moleft 
for the crime committed, be it what it will: Neither can he be 
fed for any debt whatfoever. Though I neither fled for the one nor 
other, yet it was acomfort to me, that my purfuers if they fol- 
yed me that way, would come no further than the river of Lempa.

DENMARK, are inferted as an agree- 
able amusement. 


N Iceland, alarge ifland belonging 

to Denmark, there are many re- 
markable {prings, fme of them fo 
hot, astofcaldthe hand, or even to 
boila piece of beef, (according to Dr. 
Biornont) in a quarter of an houm; and 
about the brims of the fprings thefe 
waters petrify. Blefkenius relates, that 
in the weltern part of the ifland, there 
¥s a lake which {mokes continually, 
and is of apetrifying quality; fothat 
if a piece of wood be {tuck info it, the 
part under water becomes ftony, and 
that inthe ground turns to iron. This 
he tells us, he twice experienced ; but 
adds, that what feem'd to be iron, 
being thrown into the fire, burnt like 
charcoa]. He alfo mentions another 
lake in the middle of the ifland, which 
exhales fo poifonous a vapour, as to 
kill birds that fly near its furface. The 
faroe author takes notice of two 
fprings, the one hot, the other cold, 
‘the waters whereof form an excellent 
bath, being convey'd by different 
channels into one and the fame bafon: 
And near thefe fprings there is ano- 
ther, the water of which taftes like 
wheat, and is excellent againft the 
venereal diftemper. In the fouth-eat 
part of this ifland, not far from the 
fea, is a noted voleano or burning 
mountain called Hecla, which not only 
fends forth flames, but ftreams of ful- 
phureous water, that burns like {pirit 
of wine. In this ifland is alfo found 
sae fofti!, cabled ifand ehryttal, which 
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has the remarkable property of 
fing every thing that is feen th 
if to appear double. Near to sf 
fouthward, are yet to be feen bet 
mains of that famous well and 
made above 880 years ago by{ 
tius, then king of Denmar?, to hi 
the incurfions of the Saxons, mi 
bling fome-what the Pids wil 
Great-Briiain. ‘ Between Flenfia 
Slefusick is a fall village, whid 
by the name of Anglen, remarkdl 
this, that from the (aid village

And f 
the labour of thefe little animals can 
enrich the whole world with honey 
amd wax; what would a kingdom do, 
in. which all the people thould be 
equally induftri« ps? For this rea fon, 
in Clima, tho’ it be { populous, thet 
it reckons feventy millions of inhabi- 
tants; they all live in the greateit

(Theie are induftrious idolaters e- 
nough to make a chrifliaf bhuth.) 
But as noble and well employ'd Ia- 
bour is advantageous, that which is 
nice : ind fuperfluons 1s prejudicial. 

For men’s minds aré not lefs effemi- 
nated by fott and ealfy employments, 
than by idlenefs. Wherefore the 
prince ought to take particular care 
to employ his fulyects in fuch arts as 
tend to the defence and prefervation 
of the fate, not ‘to luxury and de- 
bauchery. How many verte are vaill- 
ly wearied im adorning one finger, 
and how few in the n« eceflities ot “the 
body? Hlow many are employd in 
making conveniences fo pleafure and 
recreation, and bow few in makin 

necetlary works for the defence of 
cities? How many in gardening and 
forming curious figures in lose and 
myrtic; and how few in agriculture? 
Whence we fee kingdoms abound fo 
much in fuperflvous trifles, and want 
thole things which are moft necefary. 
Though generally the end of ali aétt- 
ons is reft, yet “tis otherwife in thofe 
which belong to government. For 
‘tis not fuffictent for princes and ftates 
to labour, but their ‘al beur mutt alfo 
be co :tinual a’. One hour's neg Lig gence 
in a garrifon, fruitrates the care and 
vigilance of many ‘months. ‘The 
Rowan empire, woich had heen fizp- 
ported by the Jabour and valour of 
fix ages, was ruin’d by negligence of 
afew months. There fhould be no 
interpofition of idlenefe between the 
aconifition and prefervation of em- 
pares. The hufbandmaa has ne foo- 
her 
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mer got hit harveft into the barn, 
but he immediately goes to plough 
again; his labours never end, but 
eontinaally renew, If he thould rely 
wpon his grainery, and leave his 
lands untill'd ; he would foon find 
one empty, and the other over-ruh 
with weeds and briars. 

But there is this difference bétween 
the hufbandman and the prince; tht 
he has his fet tunes of fowing and 
reaping, but the prince bas not: For 
an government, al} months are Srp- 
tembers to fow, and Augufts to reap ut. 
And as declining things furely fall, 
unlefs fupported by fome new force ; 
fo do empires, unlefs fuftained by 
the itreneth of the fuccefior. When 
any monarchy thall be once inftituted 
and founded, it fhould never be id!e, 
but thould imitate Heaven, whole 
orbs continue thée'r motion from their 
firit creation ; and if they fhould once 
fiop, the generation and production 
ef all things would ceafe. The exer- 
cife of {tates thould be always continual 
and vigorous, and not be corrupted 
by idlenefs or intermiffion ; as we fee 
the fea, if not agitated by the winds, 
is kept in motion by its tides. Citi- 
zens who carelefly give theinfeives up 
to pleafnre and luxury, without ever 
moving their hands to work orlabour, 
are their own greateft enemies. Such 
idienefs plots againft the laws and 
government, and is nourithed by 
vice, from whence proceeds all the 
internal and external misfortunes of 
ftates. That repofe only is com- 
raendable and bencficial which is the 

ift of peace, and which is employed 
n trade, and employments and exer- 
eifes military and civil, by which all 
enjoy a ferene, peaceable and fecure 
tranquility.

Conten’s experiments, which are fimi- 
lar to that you have related, his are 
dated December 3, 175%; and were pub- 
lifhed in 1754.

Europe. France's project at firlt was 
to prevail with the king of ihe two 
ficilies to be content with the monar- 
chy of Spain, and of the Indies, and 
to leave the throne of Napies and 
Sicily to the Infant Don Philip. Don 
Carlos anfwered very laconickly to 
the French ambaflador’s repreienta- 
tions on this important fubject: “I 
am afather, and cannot doit.’

At 
London they want to unite on the 
head of Don Carlos, Spain, Naples, 
and Sicily, from a notion, that the 
houfes of Auftria and Bourbon will 
{trive to hinder this union, and tran{- 
late Don Philip to Naples ; the Bri- 
tifh miniftry are labouring to fecure 
the king of Sardinia. ‘They fet forth 
to him, that it is his intereit to tra- 
verle the defigns of all his neighbours 
and being matters of the keys of Italy, 
he ought to fuifer neither the French 
nor Auttrians to enter it, to give law, 
or aggrandize themfelves there, but 
lend his aid to oppofe all thofe views. 
But it will be iaid, that if Don Philip 
fucceed net at Naples, his Sardinian 
majetty will lofe the dutchy of Placen- 
tia, the revertion of which was fecu- 
red to him by the treaty of Atx-l:- 
Chapelle. Not the more for that, 
fay the Englith.

Mercer marched 
exght or ten Indians came here, who 
faid they came to fee if the Englith 
were angry. The colonel told them 
we were not angry atthem, and gave 
them fome prefents, but they feemed
